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BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

NOVELTY - A crossbreed method for different geographical species parti-colour 
abalone,. which relates to a genetic improved method for parti-colour abalone, 
especially relates to a crossbreed method using different geographical species 
parti-colour abalone which comprises, putting the abalone in 16-18Deg C. sea 
water and elevating temperature to make the parent abalone accelerate. The 
bait comprises gracilaria 100, Ulva lactuca 30-60, pinnatifida 20-50, spirulina 
1-15. Injecting 5-hydroxytryptamine to the head or abdominal feet of the 
parti-colour abalone. and making the lay eggs and discharge spermium 
synchronous with a different geographical parti-colour abalone . Making 
artificial insemination and getting filial generation, and guaranteeing the 
survival rate during the line haul, making a two species parent parti-colour 
abalones mature in a same time by using reasonable bait breeding ; Using 
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ejecting 5-hydroxytryptamine to make the gamete discharge in a same time and 
overcome the physiological difference of gamete discharging and sexual maturity 
because of geographic isolation of different geographical species, and making 
the gonadal mature and gamete discharge at the same time. 
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
